Huggins  said  that  the  GOA  should 
have  an  agreed  interagency  response  available  after  the  first 
week  of  September  when  officials  from  DFAT  and  the  Department 
of  Environment  and  Heritage  (DEH)  consult  in  advance  of  the 
General  Assembly  meeting  in  October  (septel).
